Boy's Escape 
Still a Mystery 


TEL AVIV.—Police on Satur- 
day night were still puzzled 
how seven-year-old Yu- 
val menaged to 
escape with his life in 
family murder and suicide 
in Neve Magen on Wednes- 
day night. 

Yehuda Goetzler, 42, a for- 
mer Rav Seren and General 
Manager of the “On” ad- 
vertising agency, shot to 
death im their sicep his wife 
and three of their four child- 
ren before taking his own 
life. Investigators found no 
bullet holes in the wall near 
where Yuval slept. 

The motive for the violent 
deaths is believed to have 
been Goetzler’s financial sta- 
tus. He owed several] thou- 
sand pounds to various 
newspapers, shops and neigh- 
bours. He had not worked 
for the past three months 
and neighbours said he was 
ashamed that his wife Hanna, 
a graphic artist. had become 
the supporter of the family. 

Yuv still seemed unable 
to comprehend the tragedy. 
He is staying for the present 
with his teacher, Mrs. Tova 
Nasser, but the local social 
welfare agency has taken res- 
ponsibility for him. He did 
attend school on Friday. 

Police excluded a theory 
that Goetzler poisoned the fa- 
mily’s food in order to have 
them sleeping deeply on the 
night of the shooting. 

Yehuda Goetzler has 
married sister in the US. 

The funeral will take place 
at <4 p.m. today.
